LA FOLLETTE AND THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


The Supreme court in an unanimous decision 
hag held trades unions suable at law and subject 
like other associations to the anti-trust act. There 
is a very simple method of changing the law as 
thus defined. | It is for congress to pass an act 
declaring trade unions not suable for acta of their 
members and to amend the anti-trust act so as to 
exclude trades unions from its operation. 

The Supreme court has merely declared what the 
law is. That is its duty. If congress believes the 
law relating to unions is not what it should be, it 
is perfectly free to make it over. That is congress’ 
duty, not the Supreme court’s. The Supreme court 
has interposed no obstruftion. 

What excuse is there, therefore, for La Follette“s 
tirade against the court? What reason is there 
for his proposal to “curb” the court's powers? 

It is true the Court has a theory of the law 
which differs from La Follette's and from Mr. Gom- 
pers’. But that is no reason why the court should 
be abolished or even curbed. The court has existed 
for over a century and a quarter and has protected 

constitutional principles satisfactorily to the Amer- 
ican people, performing the most important service 
perhaps in the history of our institutions. It has 
been. violently attacked by partisans. Being human 
in its makeup it has not always been wise, but any 
people that would lay aside its safeguards to follow 
the heady violence and bias of men like La Follette 
would be preparing their own ruin. It is the recur- 


rent charge of radicals that the court is obstruc- 


tive to freedom and inimical to the people's inter- 
ests; but its history shows that it has expressed 
and interpreted pgblic opinion with remarkable 
fidelity, for its judges are drawn from the common 
body of our citizenship. But superheated minori- 
ties have abused it where its decisions, represent- 
ing broader views, ran counter to their interests 
or preconceptions, 

La Follette exposes his character, @ if that were 
needed, in his latest assault. He knows perfectly 
that the constitutional method for correcting the

What 
would the great Republicans of the past think 
of this noisy preacher of class prejudice, suspicion, 
and discontent, this angry partisan whose whole 
political tendency is away from the conception of 
balanced government and ordered liberty which 
Washington and: Hamilton, Adams and Marshal! 
devoted their lives and their great statesmanship 
to establish? | 

Neither in war nor in peace does La Follette 
wear the colors of Republicanism, and his proposal! 
for the Supreme court is enough to read him out 
of the party. He is at outs with the American 
constitution and wants the can people to re- 
write it according to his ideas. We have descended 
a long way if we are ready to replace the profound 
and foreseeing statesmanship of the founders for 
the political notions of a La Follette.

BOARD?

“I don’t want poli- 
tics in the schools, and my stand for an elective 
school board proves it,” he says.

Just how a man who names a school board ex- 
pects to remove it from politics by substituting 
popular elections for his own judgment is not very 
clear. If there is politics in the board, it is possible 


board. If no political advantage is sought through 
the board at the initiative or with the approval of

And, by the same token, the more elective officials 
we have the less is the chance of the voters to study 
their records and qualifications for their offices, and 
the more likely will we be to put Inefficient men into 
It is obvious that we can learn more about threé | 
men running for office, and can make our selection 
between them with more care and better judgment, 
than we can between thirty men running for ten 
offices. That is one thing which makes the city 
council a thoroughly representative body; imme- 
diately and personally responsible to the 3 
constituencies which elect its members. 

That body is qualified to handle, with the advice 
of its schools committee, virtually all the problems 
which now come before the school board. The 
greater the responsibility which is imposed upon 
it the greater the care which will be used in the 
selection of its membership, and the higher the 
quality of that membership will become. It can 
handle our schools better than they have been 
handled under the present system. An elective 
board, on the other hand, will give no assurance of 
improving school administration. It will merely 
relieve the mayor of responsibility and slip an 
extra wheel into the already complicated machinery 
of municipal government which the voters would 
be compelled to operate. }

GEN. SAWYER AND THE 
BONUS. 


Brig. Gen. Charles E. Sawyer, President Har- 
ding’s personal physician, tells the American In- 
stitute of Homéopathy in session here that “ oppor- 
tunity, privilege,, encouragement and real genuine 
personal assistance in providing employment out- 
weigh any cash consideration which can be offered 
by the government” to ex-soldiers. The payment 
of money, he says, is the poorest kind of charity.
